Church and State. 
Some short lime Hgo we received an inti- 
mation that a movement was on the tupis 
to induct the cleri^ymeii of the Church of 
Englaiui into the oflice of spiritual ami tem- 
poral guides to the Indians. Whilst wait- 
ing for a development of the acheroe, we 
find the first public notice of putting it in 
operation appeared in the last number of the 
Gazette. It state's : 

"The Rev. Mr. Garrett has assumed the 
care of the Indian school on the Reservation 
acro.s8 the bridge. The Rev. gentleman has 
been appointed by the Bishop as miseionory 
to the Indians, and ionc'ionei/ 61/ the Governor 
to carry out all measures for the improvement, 
social and spiritual, oj the aboriginal races m 
the colony." 

Taking it for granteti that this ia a semi- 
official intimation of the design of the Gov- 
ernment, we cannot, but ask whence does 
His 'ExoeUeabjf deriw his BUthority to 
■anUioiir,any,8Uohiprooeedlrig?j It cannot 
be'ln. Bulwer^Lytton's dispatches; for ho 
diatinotly denies the existence of an estab- 
lished church in the colonies. The volun- 
tary principle— and the voluntary principle 
only— is all that is authorized by the Colo- 
nial Office or the Colony. But the appoint- 
ment hag been " saudioned by the Gover- 
nor." Are we to understand that the sanc- 
tion of the Governor is a mere parade of 
words to add importance to the mission? 
Are we to believe that it is not Governor 
Douglas who has "sanctioned" the Rev. 
Mr. Garrett's appointment; but that Mr. 
James Douglas, in his private capacity as a 
member .of the Chatoh of England, has con- 
sented that Mr. Garrett shall be an Indian 
missionary, and that bis consent has been 
magnified into sanction for ulterior purpo- 
ses? If such were the real state of the 
quesiluu, tlioiD wuuIU 1;d no more ground 
lor alarm than if we were to consent, ^\'e 
believe, however, there is a deep design to 
give undue preponderance to the ministers 
of the Church of Eiijjinnd ; and that the ex- 
tract in question may be urged in proof. 

An Earl of Peterborough once .'aiil, in 
an eloquent speech in the House of 
Lords, that he would accept a parliamen- 
tary King ; but he was opposed to a par- 
liamentary God and a parliamentary reli- 
gion. We also are willingjj^to, accept 
parlianietUary appointmenta ; butfwe are 
distinctly opposed to the appointment of a 
gubernatorial God arid a gnbeinatorial 
religion for the Indiana. Were wo not to 
deny the right aa well aa oppose the Gov- 
ernor's' eanolibn of the appointment of Mr. 
Garrett "to carry out all measures for the 
improvement, social and siiirilual, of the 
aboriginal races in iho colony," vvo know 
not how soon we would have in the Rev. 
Dr. Hills, Itishop of Columbia, a Church of 
■England Pope. Wo have almost a I'opo 
now. Does not the e.vtract say thai the 
Bishop appointed and tlie Governor sanc- 
tioneJ ] Here is the spiritual fir.rit ; the 
temporal last. 

If the government intends to aid the In- 
dians, let the aid be given withcut holding 
a blanket in one hand and the " ihirty-ninu 
articles" in tht» other. Let religion work its 
way among the Indians on the voluntary 
principle, aa it does among us. Do what- 
ever is possible to elevate their temporal 
condition. . But never allow a Governor nor 
anyone else in authority lo dictate Protest- 
anism, Catholicism, or any religious belief 
to the Indians. Let missionary enlcrjirisds 
have the sanction of the church ; not the 
Blalc. Let them depetiil for support on tli« 
charities of iho benevoh-nt and llio fr<!e 
gifts ol the Indians; and for suncoss on tlio 
zeal, oxaii ph;, and labor of ■•■ propo^^an- 
(iists. Wo certaiidy are not disposed lo cut 
oil the cotmuction between the church of 
Englaiui anil the colony as represented hy 
the white inhabitants to renew it among llu! 
Indians f 

Frontier Sutiesi 

■ There are persons both here and in the sis- 
ter colony who are advocates of extreme 
measures to stop the Dalles and Seattle tra- 
ders from carrying merchandize across the 
frontier into Kock Creek and Sirnilkameon. 
Thoy allfno that under (lie turifl of Hrilish 
Columbia tliero is only one port ot entry, 
and that is New WeHtiniiiHter. Tiieri'fDre 
no merchandi/i) can lie lnj^ully coiiviiyt'ii in- 
to the country across the frontier — and 
VvbaleVer ia ao introduoed should be do* 



dared contraband. The law may bo as 
sinieii ; yet the praclicn has been different. 
We find tiiat the Hudson Buy ships have 
cleared here for the Northwest coast and 
Fort Simpson with goods. Whether duties 
have ot have not been paid we cannot say ; 
but presume they were — notwithstanding 
we have not seen any notice made by the 
New Weatminater Cuatoms to the effect that 
they have been paid. 

So far, then, as entering here is concerned, 
it may suit us very well, and the residents 
of Fort Simpson, to have the duties paid 
here ; but it cannot meet the views of those 
who wish to make New Westminster the 
only port of entry. It has all along been the 
practice to drive merchandize and cattle 
across the frontier. In fact it is difficult to 
see how stock could be introduced cheaply 
into the upper couiilry, except Ji)y^that route. 
Here, then, are two instaiioes of, ^pds enter- 
ing British Columbia without i)eing first en- 
tered at New Westminster Every one has 
heretofore agreed to it; but since the Rock 
Creek mines have been discovered, a differ- 
ent opinion begins to prevail. New West- 
minster is advocated as the only channel 
through which merchandize should pene- 
trate the country. 

Now, we are not disposed to find fault 
with the introduction of goods into the 
country across the frontier, or by visiting 
the northwest coast, provided the duties are 
paid into the British Columbia treasury. 
Because, if inerchaudiza could not cross the 
frontier, there would be a very large contra- 
band trade. Large stocks would; be stored 
and herded near the line ; and run into the 
country, at coiivenient opportunities. If 
it was deoideld ' to stop the contraband 
trade, it would require a large staff of 
revenue officers to watoli the frontier, and 
even they would be unable lo suppress 
it. Merchandize would enter the country ; 
and as for cattle, it would be suicidal to or- 
der them to enter at New Westminster. It 
is apparent, therefore, that there is nothing 
at all to be gained by trying thus to slop 
the Dalles trade. But a very lar^e sum 
would be spent in salaries were it attempt- 
ed without any corresponding advanlnge to 
the country at large. We cannot, therefore, 
but coiiclu Jb that the wisest policy is to ex- 
tend the ta fill to the frontier; collect the 
duties there; and instead of merely watch- 
ing caniiabandists, lot the ofTicial staff aid 
ill the encouragement of a legitimate trade 
that can only be suppressed :by creating a 
cheaper channel through our own territory 
to the Rook Creek mines. 



CossECHArioN OF St. John's Church 
The opening services for the consecration of 
St. Joiin's Church took place yesterday 
moriiiiif;. The edifice, which is the finest 
north (if San Francisco, wa.s comfortably 
filled, and the services wtte rery impres- 
sive and interesting in their character. The 
opening .sermon was preached by Bishop 
Hills, and was listened to with wrapt at- 
tention by the large audience. Rev. Mr. 
Sheepshanks, of New Westminster, B. C. ; 
Rev. Mr. Ciidge, and Rev. Mr. Dundas, 
were among the ofHoiating clergymen. The 
liLshop, in hia sermon, alluded to the ad- 
vantages to be derived by the establishment 
of church aocletiea on a permanent basis in 
our midst; spoke of the expense attending 
the sninr, anil the good accomplished by 
lilt; (iisHeniinalion of the Word of God. Af- 
ler the services, a collection lor the relief 
of the church (which is in debt), was takon 
lip. A largo choir was in attendance, and, 
with the aid of the fine church-organ, ad- 
ded to the imptessiveness of theservicos.
